She was such an 
accomplished runner that she won the title of “Cham¬ 
pion Athlete of Sierra Madre” and she has eight blue 
ribbons to prove it, 

Doris Bayard Webster was born in January 
1907, on the old 10-acre ranch on Grandview. The 
family was in California because her mother came to 
recover from tuberculosis from upstate New York. 
Her father was the western Henry K. Wampole rep- 
re.sentative. Mrs. Bayaid built the 1 aurcl home while 
Mr. Bayard was on the toad. Mrs. Bavard died in 
1919. 

Doris and Alden met first when they sang in the 
church choir when Sam Kirk, still a musician in Sierra 
Madre, was choir director at the church. 

Doris and her mother were two of six charter 
members who started Bethany Church in Sierra Madre. 

The Websters met later and fell in love, still in 
Sierra Madre, when Alden visited a cousin and first 
saw Doris. The rest is history. 

Doris taught nursery .school and kindergarten 
for SO years, the first year at Sierra Madre Kinder¬ 
garten. 


Alden Webster 

Alden was born in Des Moines, Iowa in July of 
1907, the son of a minister. Young Alden began 
playing the piano at age 5 and the trumpet soon 
after. He played for his father’s services and they 
lived in the midwest and south, Iowa, Missouri, 
Louisiana and Texas. 

He went to college and music conservatory at 
Drake University and RCU where he interviewed 
Babe Ruth. 

While he was on the road with his music, he was 
stuck in a snowstorm all night with A1 Jolson. He had 
many exciting experiences as a young man. 

Alden trained on the largest pipe organ west of 
the Mi.ssissippi at this time. He still plays organ and 
piano for local functions. 

The Websters are featured in “Devil Grass, Par¬ 
tial List of San Gabriel Valley” by Anna Fisher Wal¬ 
lace in which both Doris and Alden reminisce about 
the early days in Sierra Madre. 

He worked at insurance and as a designer at 
Lockheed during World War II but has continued

When we lived at the corner of Grandview 
and Sunnyside there was a family of the same 
name living on the north side of Grandview 
about halfway between Sunnyside and 

what was then known as Sierra Madre Ave. 
(now named Michillinda), approximately 1 
where Wilson Ave. dead-ends...Is that the 
same Bob mentioned?” 

If you read this. Bob Spears, maybe 
you can fill us in for Bob Jensen, former 
long-time resident of Sierra Madre who 
now lives in Shingle Springs with his wife. 

As you might recall. Bob is the one who 
wants the early-day page of the Sierra Madre 
News that is framed in our front office. 

He has been threatening all sorts of misdeeds 
in order to obtain that picture. 

He writes, “You may be interested in 
knowing that 1 have given up the idea of 
clandestinely entering your building, either 
through the skylight or by burrowing, for the 
purpose of stealing that certain item hanging 
on the wall. Instead, I have decided to bribe 
those two mean and ornery assistants of yours, 
Rosette and Winni...I hope they will look 
the other way as 1 run out of the front 
door with ‘that item’ under my arm. If you 
play your cards right perhaps they will let 
you in on the caper. I am looking forward 
to another visit. Don’t you know that 
the lies will really fly when I start to 
reminisce?” 

• Concerning the Jensens, Joe Hinojos 
writes, “It was a pleasant surprise to read 
of Bob Jensen’s visit to The News office...It 
wasn’t surprising to learn that he had 
fulfilled his childhood dream. Back in the 
middle 1920s, when Bob and I would walk 
from school, he was very emphatic about the 
fact that he was going to be a deputy sheriff. 
Not too long after that, he was sporting a 
sharp-looking hard brimmed hat, the kind 
worn by sheriffs and forest rangers...Bob’s 
mother was a lovely lady, very popular with 
young people, gregarious and very civic 
minded...The way she drove the car left no 
doubt that she was in complete control...A 
short time later, Mrs. Jensen came in for a 
sitting (in Hinojos’ photography shop). She 
informed me her family had been pressuring 
her for a portrait, and since she was scheduled 
for surgery in the next few days, this was a good 
time to ‘get shot’ as she laughingly put it. 

If she had a premonition or realized the 
severity of this operation, her radiant smile 
belied it. Sad to say, she had the operation 
and did not survive.” 

Hinojos talks about the time later when 
Mr. Jensen (Bob’s father) came into the 
photography office. “When I told him 
that I would never forget his wife’s infectious 
laugh, he glanced at the floor, there was an 
audible breath, and in a soft sad voice, he said, 
“Neither will I, Joe. Thank you for 
remembering.” 

• Alden Webster tells us that he sent a 
check to an insurance company on June 17, 
1991 and received a note from the post office 
dated April 3,1992, with the original check 

in an envelope postmarked on March 30, 

1992. In other words, it arrived three days 
before it was supposed to arrive. And nine 
months after it was supposed to arrive. Hmmm....

Dear Representative Drier: 

Recently 1 received an 
introductory letter (from 
you) soliciting my sup¬ 
port. It was written in 
a very folksy manner and 
contained all of the buzz 
words and phrases meant 
to assure me you were 
really in touch. I was 
particularly interested in 
the paragraph that stated 
“I continue to tell my 
colleagues that the Amer¬ 
ican people, etc. etc.” I 
consider this kind of men¬ 
tal massage demeaning 
to both of us.

Carrot Top revisited...

Part four of a series. 

The Year of incorporation of the City of 
Sierra Madre was 1907, wherein five men were 
elected at large to serve the people as a General 
Law City. From the five elected, one of them 
was chosen by the others to be the city’s mayor 
for the coming year. Councllmen were elected 
every two years for a four-year term, the first 
two for four years and three were elected for 
four years two years later. 

During the year 1906 the city saw the estab¬ 
lishment of the Sierra Madre News. I have for¬ 
gotten where it called its home, but 1 do believe 
I remember something to the fact that it was 
located in the old post office building on Baldwin, 
but 1 cannot swear that this is true. I do not have 
any further memory as to who was the first editor 
and publisher of the new newspaper, but the 
newspaper seemed to be a welcome addition to 
the city and it flourished until around 1958. That 
is a little separate story that 1 will relate to you 
when we get to that time period. 

The Sierra Madre News was a flourishing 
newspaper and was very instrumental in doing 
most of the job printing of the townspeople and 
surrounding area. It had several employees that 
worked full time. One of the stories coming 
out of that time period was that they had a 
“Printer’s Devil,” a young boy who did things 


others didn’t want to and who cleaned up the 
printing plant, but every day at 10 in the morning 
and 3 in the afternoon, he was sent to the 
local tavern for a bucket of beer, and the men 
would take that time as a breather to consume 
the beverage. Evidently, they did not have the 
minor laws of today, or they overlooked a teen¬ 
ager transporting beer. 

It was in the year 1880 that Ottmar Mer- 
canthaler came forth with the invention of the 
linotype machine. It was a hot metal machine, 
whereby an operator could sit in a chair and use 
a keyboard similar to a typewriter. The machine 
consisted of magazines that held brass Matrix. 
As the operator punched the keys, the matrix fell 
down a slide into an assembly chamber. The 
words were separated by what is called “space 
bands,” smaller at the top as to the bottom and 
adjustable to fill out the lines. 

From the assembly chamber, the matrix were 
sent through another channel into a carrier which 
was pressed against the hot metal container, and 
a plunger forced the metal through a multitude 
of tiny hones and against the matrix creating a 
line of type. 

Delivery and cooling of the slug was then 
kicked out onto an assembly stick on the machine 
to further cool and assemble with forthcoming 
slugs.

Out and About

Can I share a little story with you? It has ab¬ 
solutely nothing to do with Sierra Madre...I’m just 
waxing a bit nostalgic today...okay? We go back 
to 1959 or 1960 and the boondocks of Alaska. 

1 flew into an old mining camp named Bear Camp 
No. 2 to visit an oldtimer who watched over the 
place. He told me about the old Eskimo village 
of Buckland located to the northeast in the boonies. 
He told me that back in 1939 the natives, for no 
explained reason, picked up everything and 
moved about 75 miles to the coast in Kotzebue 
Sound. Everything remained in the village exact¬ 
ly as it was back in the ’30s...the houses, school, 
store, etc. He knew this because someone had 
flown him into the village many years ago. It 
could be reached only by plane and only in the 
wintertime with skis on the aircraft. 

It was March and I was ski-equipped, so 
once my visit ended, I took up a heading for the 
village. Forty-five minutes later I was circling the 
place, and felt for the first time, pangs of 
foreboding. The village was identical to dozens 
of others I’d flown into, but there were no signs 
of human habitation...trails in the snow or smoke 
from wood stoves. It was peaceful and inviting, 
but had the aura of a cemetery. 

I put the plane down on a frozen lake, slid 
into my snowshoes and made for the village. The 
first building I came to was the Alaska Native 
Service schoolhouse. A bell still hung from a

post in front of the building, the rope long rotted 
away. I entered. The desks were still neatly ar¬ 
ranged. In the corner was a broken wooden 
propeller from a long-ago delicate moment. 
Dozens of National Geographies were neatly 
stacked by what 1 presumed was the teacher’s 
desk...the latest dated February 1939. I turned 
to the blackboards that circled the room. There 
were dozens of pieces of chalk...still good after 
two decades. The boards were full of comments 
from those who were, like me, drawn to the vil¬ 
lage. As far as I could tell, they were all pilots. 
I recognized most of the names. 

As I read these inscriptions, the sense of un¬ 
certainty I had since landing became profound. 
I slowly realized that at least SO percent of those 
whose names were on the boards were dead... 
nearly all of them through aircraft accidents. One 
inscription I remember to this day. “Here’s a 
tear for those who love me, and a smile for 
those who hate. And whatever sky’s above me, 
here’s a heart for every fate.” 

I left the village, never to return. Since 
leaving Alaska, I’ve learned that at least two 
more friends have joined the many who went 
before...one of them trying to save the life of a 
native woman having difficulty delivering her 
baby. 

What’s that you say? Yes, my name joins 
those of the others.

Letters from home 


Lest you think the O. Henry type stories 
all involve our common folk back in the village, 
for a change of pace I’ll tell you a totally factual 
story with a little lesson in government thrown 
in. 

In your Congress, on the House side, any 
member may kill any amendment to a bill if that 
amendment does not Fit the title and purpose of 
the bill exactly. That is the rule of “germanus.” 

In the Senate there is no such rule, and what 
the House would call non-germane amendments, 
in the Senate are called “riders.” 

For instance, the big civil rights bill of the 
sixties came to the Senate floor as an amendment 
to the bill “to transfer Ituid from Camp Crowder, 
Missouri to the Stella Consolidated School 
District.” 

Well, an interesting case came up back home 
where a big new bridge was being built over the 
wide Missouri River between Decatur, Nebraska 
and the Onowa, Iowa area. 

The bridge was about complete except for 
the Iowa side ramp, when the muddy Missouri 
went on a spring rampage and changed the channel 
quite a distance to the East. 

What do you do with a bridge that has no 
river under it? 

Probably, with good logic and .some hope. 



the engineers decided to complete the bridge over 
dry ground. Certainly that was easier and cheaper. 

New question: How do you get the river back 
under a new bridge? 

That, obviously, would take money. So Ben 
Jensen, the Iowa congressman and a member of 
the House Appropriations Committee, tried to 
get his body to produce the funds. His colleagues, 
with some mirth and seeing the ludicrous scene 
of a bridge with no river, refused. 

Finally, a couple of Connecticut Senators 
asked Ben if he could use some help. Obviously, 
he was willing. So, incongruous as it seemed, 
those Eastern Senators did help by seeking funds 
for the lowa-Nebraska problem with a “rider” 
on the Foreign Aid Appropriation Bill. It worked! 

Congressman Ben wasn’t even disappointed 
to later find out that his “dear friends” in the 
other body were not simply filled with the milk 
of human kindness. Their beneficence was really 
occasioned by the fact that their New Haven 
insurance companies held the bonds on the or¬ 
phaned bridge. 

Also of help was the fact that in those days 
no one really looked too closely at the maze of 
provisions before the Foreign Aid Conference 
Committee in the “Potomac Puzzle Palace.”

Panic time for schools 

On Mar. 9, the Arcadia 
Board of Education di¬ 
rected the administration 
to reduce the budget for 
1992-93 by $850,000; or 
by about 3 percent. Add¬ 
ed to the $675,000 re¬ 
duced in 1991-92, this will 
mean a total reduction 
of over $1.5 million in 
programs and services in 
two years. But the story 
may not stop here. The 


news from Sacramento 
now indicates we may 
need to make deeper cuts 
of perhaps up to a half a 
million dollars more. So 
our district, and most 
other school districts, will 
cut vital programs for our 
students. Counseling, 
health services, music 
programs and a myriad 
of other services will be 
reduced or eliminated. 

Are things really this 
bad? Isn’t Arcadia an af¬ 
fluent community with 
more money for its 
schools? What about the 
Lottery money? The 
answers to these questions 
are I) yes, things are 
this bad, 2) No, because 
of “equalization,” Arca¬ 
dia actually receives ap¬ 
proximately the same per 
student as the State average, 
and 3) the Lottery is a 
sham. 

Three forces acted to 
change school funding: 
the first was Proposition 
13 which shifted away the 
funding of schools from 
the local community to 
the State Legislature and 
the Governor. The sec¬ 
ond was the California 
Supreme Court’s decision 
in Serrano v. Priest that 
required the state to equal¬ 
ize the funding of schools 
across the state. The third 
was the State Lottery 
which was sold to the peo¬ 
ple as a way to secure ad¬ 
ditional funds to enhance 
school programs, but the 
Legislature and Governor 
quickly made these re¬ 


ceipts a part of the State’s 
general fund support for 
schools. 

In 1991-92, the Arca¬ 
dia Unified School Dis¬ 
trict received about $3200 
per student per year to do 
all the things that the 
public expects good schools 
to do with and for their 
young people. This level 
of support requires us to 
maintain large cla.ss sizes 
and to reduce student sup¬ 
port services. Add to that 
the fact that the Lottery 
revenue for this year is 
projected to be $83 per 
student (down from $170 
just two years ago) and 
the problem should be 
evident. This means that 
California schools, which 
face the greatest demo¬ 
graphic challenge in our 
nation’s history, will be 
expected by the public to 
do more and to do bet¬ 
ter with fewer resources. 

Is this really what Cal¬ 
ifornia wants for its schools? 
As a comparision, let’s 
ook at just one school 
district in another state 
which is similar to Arcadia 
in both interest and sup¬ 
port for education: Lake 
Forest High School Dis¬ 
trict in Lake Forest, 111. 
The district is searching 
for a superintendent of 
schools and their national 
advertisement describes 
the community as “the 
finest in suburban living... 
easy access to a dynamic 
city...strong community 
support...high standards 
for learning...a student 


pirpulalion of 1100 (Arca¬ 
dia 84(X)) where 91 per¬ 
cent go to college (Arca¬ 
dia 92 percent). The annual 
budget is $14 million (Arca¬ 
dia $32 million) for a per- 
pupil expenditure of 
$11,(XX) (Arcadia $32(X)!). 

I present this only as 
an example. The same 
publication has similar 
statistics for other slates. 
One district in New Jer¬ 
sey has 24(X) .students and 
150 teachers for a student- 
to-teacher ratio of 16:1. 
Arcadia’s is 29.8:1. Ex¬ 
penditures of $7000 to 
$16,000 per student are 
not uncommon in other 
industrial states. 

Recently, Arcadia, along 
with several other school 
districts, was asked to 
meet with a group of em¬ 
ployees which a major 
corporation headquartered 
in Glendale was trying to 
encourage to relocate from 
New York. 1 was asked 
questions about our ele¬ 
mentary class size (30-32 
students) aixl was informed 
that in New York it is 
16. They asked if we 
have counselors for each 
grade level, special teach¬ 
ers for art, music and 
physical education, com¬ 
puters for each student, 
enrichment writing clas.ses 
for elementary students 
and so forth. The shock 
on their faces as we an¬ 
swered “no” to most of 
their questions was some¬ 
thing to behold. 1 believe 
this company will have a 
difficult time convincing 


these parents to uproot 
their children from such 
educational privilege to 
what (to them) must ap¬ 
pear as an educational 
wasteland. 

In a time when Califor¬ 
nia is trying to recover 
its economic viability by 
enticing companies to 
come to California (or to 
stay rather than leave), 
it is paradoxical that one 
of the traditional incen¬ 
tives for relocation - good 
schools - will be difficult 
to sell to people like these 
New Yorkers. 

Arcadia will do what 
is necessary to live within 
its budget. We will per¬ 
form the necessary triage 
to survive. Our cuts will 
not he made in the class¬ 
room. Our commitment 
is to provide quality teach¬ 
ing with sufficient class¬ 
room supplies and equip¬ 
ment for next year. Teach¬ 
ers increasingly need more 
support services for their 
students and for them¬ 
selves but they will have 
less. Yes, we will sur¬ 
vive, but in the long-term 
Californians need to be 
worried. Investment in 
youth is the strength of 
any society. The lack of 
investment is its weakness.

Jcrofiic Kern’s “light 
opera,” “Showboat,” 
was adapted from the 
tK>vel by Edna Fcrber and 
caused a sensation in 1927. 
Unlike the standard mus¬ 
ical of the ’20s, it told a 
fairly complex story that 
was not all sweetness and 
•light. It had a black chorus 
and a white chorus inter¬ 
acting on the same stage, 
and its most memorable 
song, “Old Man River,” 
was net sung by the lead 
but by a black basso in a 
small, stereotypical role. 
It was about prejudice and 
misegenation, and the 
exploitation of Afro- 
Americans who pretended 
to be savage cannibals in 
an “African” village at 
the World’s Columbian 
Exposition in Chicago in 
1893. It put social ills on 
acceptable display. 

Like other musicals, it 
had a romance (with some 
of Kern’s most beautiful 
love songs) and the usual 
characters: a comedy 
dance team, the lovable 
old man and his sharp- 
tongued comedy wife, the 
alluring woman with a 
mysterious past and so on, 
all characters familiar to 
the theater for hundreds 
of years, but these were 
more three-dimensional. 


"Showboat” is cem^ 
sidcred to be a landmark 
fore-runner for such lyric 
theater as “Fiddler on 
the Roof” and "West Side 
Story.” 

The novel, “Shtrwboat,” 
was the “Gone with the 
Wind” of its time in pop¬ 
ularity, and probably in 
an attempt to get every¬ 
thing in, it ran very long, 
so today it is usual to drop 
some of the scenes. Since 
it is up to the individual 
producer or director, each 
production today is a little 
different. The “African” 
village song and dance is 
considered rather taste¬ 
less today, and usually 
skipped, although Edna 
Ferber considered it pretty 
tasteless then, which was 
the point. 

Anyway, at Griswolds 
Candlelight Pavilion, the 
Valley’s most successful 
dinner-theater, “Show- 
boat” has become a Val¬ 
entine, very pretty, very 
romantic, mostly “happy 
ever after.” All the best- 
known songs are there: 
“Make Believe,” “Can’t 
Help Lovin’ That Man,” 
“You Are Love,” “Why 
Do 1 Love You?”, “Bill,” 
and the comic “Life Upon 
the Wicked Stage.” The 
costumes are colorful, the 


set is attractive. While 
nobody explains why every¬ 
body is suddenly in Chi¬ 
cago, the scene where Cap¬ 
tain Andy give Magnolia 
courage to perform after 
Gaylord has left her comes 
off well. Not even Bar¬ 
bara Hinrichen can pretti¬ 
fy Julie’s fate. Lost to 
drugs and alcohol, she 
makes her .self-sacrificing 
gesture and disappears, 
and right in the middle 
of the charm, charm, 
charm comes the power¬ 
ful and bitter “Old Man 
River,” dramatically 
sung by Joseph Craiger 
Johnson as Joe, but as out 
of place in this pretty gar¬ 
den as an encampment 
of homeless. 

Renee Green and Dick 
Rogers sing the romantic 
duets with sure clear voices 
(I’m not sure why Mag¬ 
nolia has to have the yel¬ 
low plastic hair of a Bar¬ 
bie doll) and Barbara 
Canton and Bmce Wheeler 


have great style as the 
dance team of Frank and 
Elbe Mae. Don Stroud 
is Captain Andy and Beryl 
Rochalka is his feisty wife 
and Jacqueline Levy has 
a great smile as Queenie. 

John Vaughn’s choreo¬ 
graphy is consistently in¬ 
teresting and director Greg 
Hinrichsen has built a 
neat pattern for the actors 
to follow an4 they follow 
it. It’s not just over¬ 
familiarity that has taken 
most of the bite from 
“Showboat.”

What 
Jesus saw was the result 
of the faith of these men 
who were determined to 
get their paralyzed friend 


into His presence. Jesus 
struck astonishment in 
the hearts of those who 
witnes.sed His actions by 
not only healing the man, 
but ai.so forgiving his sins. 

What a wonderful ex¬ 
ample for us today. 
Wouldn’t it be spectac¬ 
ular if we all had the same 
urgency of faith to get 
our friends and loved ones 
into the presence of Jesus 
for healing and forgive¬ 
ness?

Crime of Genocide, and 
the similar measures con¬ 
cerned with eliminating 
all forms of discrimina¬ 
tion based on race, sex or 
religious belief; uphold¬ 
ing the rights of the child; 
protecting all persons 
against being subjected to 
torture; eradicating hun¬ 
ger and malnutrition; us¬ 
ing scientific and tech¬ 
nological progress in the 
interest of peace and the 
benefit of mankind - all 
such measures, if coura¬ 
geously enforced and ex¬ 
panded, will advance the 
day when the specter of 
war wilt have losts its 
power to dominate inter¬ 
national relations. There 
is no need to stress the 
significance of the issues 
addressed by these declara¬ 
tions and conventions. 
However, a few such issues, 
because of their immediate 
relevance to establishing 
world peace, deserve ad¬ 
ditional comment.

About a year ago basket- 
ball superstar Michael 
Jordan made the news by 
giving a $100 bill to a 
homeless person he had 
encountered on the streets 
of Seattle. He said that 
making that gift gave him 
a great feeling inside. I 
figure that on a percentage 
of income basis, I am able 
to enjoy the same magni¬ 
tude of feeling when I 
give away something like 
75 cents. 

Now, Jordan’s name 
has been linked with a 
professional bet-placer 
and the bets may be as 
high as $200,000 or more. 
Apparently some things 
give Mr. Jordan an even 
greater feeling than giving 
100 bucks to the home¬ 
less. It is all a matter of 
perspective. I mean, the 
guy who vacuums out Jor¬ 
dan’s car could probably 
pick up $50,000. 

God has an offer for 
those whose incomes are 
so high that it places their 
souls in jeopardy: propor¬ 
tional giving. It is really 
very simple: find a worthy 
cause and give a percentage 
of your income, say one, 
two, five or ten percent 
to that cause, and do it 
on a systematic weekly, 
monthly or yearly basis. 

One of my church mem¬ 
bers has spent most of the 
last year in Oxford, En¬ 
gland on a visiting pro¬ 
fessorship. Even so, he 
manages to maintain a 
very substantial financial 
pledge to his church. He 


is one of the top 20 givers. 
That is what real steward¬ 
ship is all about. Steward¬ 
ship is a life-ordering re¬ 
lationship with God. 

This week, I will be at¬ 
tending a stewardship 
seminar along with our 
church’s stewardship 
chairman Bruce Hartman. 
The seminar is presented 
by Rev. John Maxwell, 
minister of the Skyline 
Wesleyan Church in I^on 
Grove. During his 10-year 
pastorate there. Rev. Max¬ 
well has led attendance 
growth from 1000 to 3500 
and growth in annual giv¬ 
ing from $750,000 to 
$3,500,000. 

The most important 
gift you can give to the 
church of your choice is 
your attendance in wor¬ 
ship as many Sundays as 
possible.
